THREE STRIKEBREAKERS 


WOUNDED ON WEST SHORE 


Ravena, July 6. — Extrd railroad 
guards, state troopers and special 
police were patrolling the property of 
the West Shore railroad here today' 
following the 
shooting 
early this 


morning of three 
strikebreakers as 


they were returning to their board- 
ing place from the roundhouse. 


The three men, John McCloskey, 


George Phillips and John McMahon, 
were shot from ambush at a time 
when a train was exploding torpedoes 
placed on the tracks by strikers. The 
sound of the torpedoes completely 
drowned out the shots and the wound- 
ed men were forced to crawl several 
hundred yards for help. None of them 
was seriously wounded. 


Railroad men declared today that 


they did not believe the shooting was 
done by strikers, attributing it.to sym- 
pathizers or a boyish prank. No trou- 
ble was experienced today but all pre- 
cautions were taken to protect strike- 
breakers.

District Attorney Required to Show 


Cause Why Indictment Should 


Not Be Dismissed 


WARD 'NOT- NORMAL' 


Testimony of His Brother Before 


Grand Jury Revealed; Four 


New Witnessed Called 


White Plains. July 6.—Justice Mor- 


schauser of the supreme court today 
signed an order requiring District At- 
torney Weeks to show cause why the 
indictment against Walter S. Ward, 
charged with first degree murder for 
the slaying of Clarence Peters, should 
not be dismissed. The order is made 
returnable before Justice Seegar in 
Newburgh next Saturday morning. 


It was intimated at the district at- 


torney's ofiice that when the case is 
brought before Justice Seeger an ad- 
journment until July 11 would be 
as-ked.

He called four new witnesses 
before Justice Morschauser at the con- 
tinuation of the hearing on charges 
that George S. Ward, father of the 
defendant, was conspiring to defeat 
the ends of justice. 
They were Mr. 


and Mrs. Rudolph E. Waldner and 
Mrs. Geneva Stopinhasen of Brook- 
lyn and Mrs. Charles Schaeffer of 
Queens, said to be close friends of 
Mrs. Curtis. 
Ward was not normal before the 


killing, according tx» the testimony of 
his brother, Ralph D. Ward, before 
the grand jury, made public today. 
The minutes of the grand jury were 
turned over to Ward's lawyers by 
court order recently, over the protest 
of District Attorney Weeks. 


When asked by the jury !f his 


brother was in 'good health, Ralph 
Ward replied, according to the testi- 
mony: 


"No, I don't think he was; at least 


he wasn't normal." 


Mrs. Ward, wife of the accused, 


whose testimony also was made public, 
threw light on a 
newspaper 
story 


written by Cornelius Vanderbilt, jr., to 
the effect that Ward, after being lodg- 
ed in jail, had visited his home one 
night before being released on bail. 
In denying the story, she told the jury- 
that the young millionaire reporter 
had tried to .interview her on a sym- 
pathetic plea. 


She said Vanderbilt sent in his card, 


asking if he could see her because he 
xvas in "great sympathy with me." 
She said Vanderbilt was very insist- 
ent upon seeing her, but she positive- 
ly declined to sep him.

regardless of the people's inalienable 
rights to life, liberty and security. 


"Spontaneous and eager offers of 


army service made by citizens last 
week were declined by the govern- 
ment because it was confident of the 
ability of the army singlehanded to 
meet and defeat any attack made up- 
on it in the way of open warfare and 
it desired to teach the calumniators' 
army that needed lesson. The army 
proved itself equal to the great task 
and is justly honored as the defend- 
er of the people.

while the present active strength of 
the army has been sufficient to deal 
adequately with the recent situation,

is a

VOLCANO IS ONE OF 


MANKIND'S FRIENDS 


To Vokuoes We Are Indebted for 


Carbon Dioxide, Without 


Which Life Could 


Not Exist 


Vasflington, July 3. — It might be 


a surprise to many to be told tho flre- 
spittlng, lava-hpoutlng. earth-rocking 
volcano 
in 
one 
of mankind's best 


friends rather than his arch enemy, 
but such is the surprising declaration 
whiob w'as explained to the confeience 
of geography of the National Educa- 
tional association in Boston. July 3. 


The most tremendous volcanic erup- 


tion of history, that of Jlount Katinai 
In Alaska in 1912 will be described 
in this connection by Dr. Robert F. 
Griggs, leader of several parties sent 
to the scene of the cataclasm by the 
National Geographic society, and who 
discovered the Valley of Ten Thou- 
sand Smokes. ICatmal's neighbor won- 
der of nature. 


Mankind's debt to the volcano has 


been more fully recognized by icsults 
of recent researches, says a bulletin 
of the society describing the upheaval. 
Without volcanoes, it is now believed, 
there would be no ocean, and to vol- 
canoes we are indebted 
for carbon 


dioxide, without which human life 
coulci not exist. 


The explosion of Katmui, the con- 


ference 
was 
told, 
was unnoticed 


because it was so far from the cen- 
ters of civilization. Had the eruption 
occurred near New York city, the bul- 
letin declares, the sulphurous fumes 
would have polluted the air 
every- 


where east of the Rock mountains, 
the noise 
would have reverberated 


like an artillery duel across the cen- 
tral states. The lower Hudson itself 
would have been turned into a gigan- 
tic tomb. 


However, due to the lack of popula- 


tion in that i-ir region, there was no 
lose of life, and the eruption provides 
scientists and geographers now one 
of their 
greatest 
opportunities 
to 


atady the phenomenon of volcanic ac- 
tion. 


Though generally unaware of the 


eruption until long 
after, every in- 


habitant of the country, and almost 
of; the world, felt its effects, one of 
which was the cold damp summer of 
1912. This was caused by the inter- 
ception of sunlight by the long-hang- 
| ing dust cloud in the upper air. Even 
in cloudless Sahara, it was declared, 
the sky was overcast. 


A succession of such mighty 
ex- 


plosions could plunge tho earth into 
another ice age, it is believed. 


An area, 
around ICatmai, 
larger 


than the state of Delaware, was cov- 
ered that summer by more than 
a. 


foot of 
volcanic 
ash 
which 
was 


enough to destroy all but the hard- 
iest of vegetation. When the explo- 
sion occurred two cubic miles of ma- 
terial were blown off the top of the 
mountain, and 
the picscnt 
where- 


abouts of the mountain top is still 
a mystery to scientists.

Thousand 


Smokes, 
from which arise virtually 


millions of steam Jets in a scene of 
unsurpassed awe and beauty, is be- 
lieved to have been an aftermath of 
the cataclasm. 


President Wilson turned aside from 


the stress of war 
to make the re- 


gion a national monument second to 
nono in the world. While the coun- 
try is so remote that the few white 
men who 
have viewed its wonders 


have been members of the 
society's 


expeditions, the 
educators 
will 
be 


told, it Is easily 
accessible from 
a 


sheltered bay christened in honor of 
the society, and a fifty mile roadway 
will someday place it within the com- 
pass of the automobile tourist.

It IF true, as Mr. Gompers argues. 
that that law does not lorbid rail- 
road strikes, and does not confer au- 
thority on the Labor board to forbid 
them. Its wage decisions have no le- 
gal compulsion behind them, like- 
wise, ae interpreted 
by the govern-1 


ment. it confers no authority 
on 


either the Labor board or the Inter- 
state Commerce commission to make 
its decisions compulsory for the rail- 
roads themselves. 
Either unions or 


carriers may be cited to Rive Infor- 
mation, under penalty, but there Is 
'no penalty for refusal to accept de- 
cisions based on such Informatlon- 


Takinor advantage of this situation, 


aome of the railroads have refused 
in the last year to act on Instructions 
given by the Labor board, though all 
the railroads have accepted the rate 
changes ordered by the 
Interstate 


Commerce commission. 
Public opinion may or way 
not 
'sanction this railroad strike, but ex- 
perience Is proving that public opin- 
ion alone Is not sufficient to enforce 
government*! Intent that Is not ex- 
prwsly 
written 
Into the 
federal 


statutes. 
It Is hard to see how the attempt- 
ed regulation of the railroads by the 
government la going to succeed until 
there Is 
legislation 
conferring on 
such administrative bodle* as the La- 
bor board and Commerce commission 
full authority to put their ruling" Into 
effect, with the ultimate rights 
of 
railroad, labor and capital safeguard- 
ad by tho privilege of appealing to 
the courts -when wages or rates ap- 
pear conflscatory.

First Generation—Commercial 


Possibilities. 


In 


Geneva, July 6. — Careful studies 


of the effect of crossing different var- 
ieties and strains of tomatoes have 
tonvinced experts at the experiment 
station, here that the crossing of to- 
matoes is a sound commercial propo- 
rtion and that the farmer, as well 


the seedsman, can profitably raise 


hybrid seed. Plants grown from seed 
secured in this way \vcre moie pro- 
ductive and vigorous and were larg- 
er than the parent varieties. However, 
the improvement decreased material- 
ly with each succeeding generation 
so that it is not wise to use seed from 
the hybrid fruit Itself. On the other 
hand. It is well established that to- 
mato seed germinates freely for three 
years or more BO that a good supply 
of seed from some cross that ha^s 
proved its worth may be disposed of 
at a good price o\ cr a period of years, 
thus offsetting, to some extent, the 
time and care required to pioduce 
the seed. 


Peculiarities Encountered. 


"The tomato, like all other plants," 


say the experts, ' shows certain de- 
finite reactions to cross pollution; and 
if the plant breeder is familiar with 
thc*-e reactions, he can govern, to a 
large extent, the color, size and shape 
of the hybrid. Only high yielding par- 
ents should be selected for crossing. 


"It is now known that dark red 


color is- dominant O'ver pink and yel- 
low, and that pink is dominant over 
j ellovv. In Older to secure red fiuit, 
therefore, 
one parent must lie red 


while the other may be red, pink or 
yellow. To obtain a pink tomato one 
parent must be pink and the other 
either pink or yellow, while to obtain 
a yellow Iruit both parents must bo 
jellow. Large fruits should bo cross- 
ed to obtain large fruit, 
and 
small 


fruits to obtain small Iruit. A cross 
between large and small-fruited par- 
CTita will give fruit 
of intermediate 


size, 
so 
that 
only 
those "vaiieties 


should be used which conform rath- 
er closely to the desired shape. Earli- 
ncss is alightly increased by crossing, 
but to obtain marked differences early 
matuung -varieties or strains must be 
used. In striving to secure an early 
hvl-iid caio must be exercised that 
othrr undesirable, characters arc not 
intiutluced which may offset any gain 
in cculmcss. 


"The beet results of crossing can 


prol) vbly be obtained l-y keeping with- 
in a species and i rossing tho distinct 
varieties and strains. For the jnsur-

WANTS SIX TRACKS AT CROSSING. 


D. & H. Copipany Asks for Viaduct 


Over Inereasea Trackage. 


The following announcement has 
been made at Albany: 


The Delaware & Hudson railroad 


has asked the Public Service commis- 
sion to amend its order, dated June 2, 
1922, 
directing the elimination of the 


Schencvus-Schoharie grade crossing 
of its tracks so as to permit the pro- 
posed overhead structure to pass over 
six tracks in place of three tracks, 
as at present planned. The company 
is to bear the additional expense. 


The company is trying to reduce the 


heavy grade at the Schenevus-Scho- 
harie county line highway and it con- 
siders necessary the construction of an 
overhead crossing: over six tracks in- 
stead ot three as now planned. 


This refers to the bridge over the 


crossing about half a miie east of 
East Worcester village. It will cause

in a statement 
issued from strike 
headquarters last evening by the ex- 
ecutive committee of the local unions. 
This statement, made in answer to 
the ultimatum issued Wednesday by 
the company officials to the effect that 
strikers not returning 
to work by 
Monday next will lose their pension 
and seniority rights, follows in full: 


"We wish to take this means of 


calling to the attention of all men 
who have suspended work on the D. 
& H. railroad and also to the public 
to the ultimatum issued by the D. & 
H. Railroad company relative to the 
position in which those men will find 
themselves after Monday, July 10. in 
regard to pension and seniority rights, 
etc., who do not report for work at 
said tifne. 
"It must b» plain to all intelligent 


people who read the daily press that 
this condition is a matter which shall 
be decided by the Labor board as all 
will agree that the railway executives 
have already taken the stand through 
the press that they have nothing to 
do with the present situation as the 
same is brought abovit by decisions 
of the Labor board and same must 
be settled by the decisions of this 
board. The public in particular will 
nqte the change in the attitude of 
the above board, as expressed in the 
press in the last two days, which now 
openly declares to the public that 
we are not outlaws and have not plac- 
ed ourselves outside the pale of gov- 
ernment sympathy. 


'The Federated Shop crafts at their 
meeting in Albany on Ju'i,' 5 report- 
ed that the men were standing firm 
and that the tieup is 100 per cent." 


The shop men feel encouraged by 


developments 
during 
the past few 
days and are of the opinion that an 
amicable settlement will be reached 
by Chairman Hooper o£ the Labor 
board and President Jewell ot their 
federation within a short time. They 
state that their principal grievance 
is the farming out of shop work 
and that they are of the opinion that 
the roads will do away with this prac- 
tice. The D. & H. has never farmed 
out its work, they state, and few of 
them have feeling against the com- 
pany. 
From the standpoint of the com*- 


pany, things are progressing nicely 
officials declare. A car cafi-ying 4 
men, mostly car repairmen, came in 
last evening. Officials admit that al 
of the men they have imported arc 
not skilled machinists and repairmen 
but clHim that they are capable o 
doing(the work required of them ant 
that necessary repairs to locomotives 
and cars are being made without hin 
drance to train schedules.

plied for their jobs in the local shop: 
yesterday but had been refused be 
cause of their age. Mr. Donellan re 
gretted that he had to refuse then 
but orders from his superiors lef 
him no alternative. It was contende 
that these men hnd been carried on 
the company's rolls for some time 
although they were not able to do n 
full day's work, because they wcr 
near the pension age and that thei 
action in striking had lost them what 
ever standing they possessed with th 
company.

AID FOR DEPENDENTS 


Relative* of Disabled Veterans In 
Hospitals to Benefit From State Re- 


Uef Fund—Coudltlous Outlined. 
John A. Sitta of this city, deputy 


commissioner of the New Tork Vet- 
erans' Relief commission, 
which is 


distributing: the appropriation made 
several months ago by the state legis- 
lature for trt* relief of needy disabled 
World war veterans, has received no- 
tice from the adjutant general that in 
cases where the disabled veteran is I 
in a hospital and is being maintained 
at other than his own expense it is 
permissible for deputy commissioners 
to extend some aid to his dependents 
In the past only the veteran was en- 
titled to aid from this source. 


The following procedure had been 


outlined to take care of the new class 
of cases: 
1. If the veteran is a patient in a 


hospital outside of Mew York state 
no aid can be granted to him or his 
dependents. 
t 
2. If the veteran is a patient In 


this state in a hospital in the same 
assembly district in which his depend- 
ents reside, the deputy commissioner 
of that district has full authority to 
act.3. If the veteran is a patient in a 
New Tork state hospital in a different 
assembly district from that in whit h 
his dependents reside, 
the 
deputy 


commissioner in the district in ivhich 
the hospital is located has jqrisdic- 
'tion. 


4. Only the mother, wife or children 


of the veteran shall be considered as 
dependents of a veteran maintained 
in a hospital at other than his own 
expense. 


5. In no case shall more than $15 


per month be granted to the depend- 
ents of any such veteran. 


8. Any money granted to depend- 


ents shall be paid directly to them 
but the veteran must sign a receipt 
therefor. 


7. The petition for relief must be 


made by the veteran in the usual 
manner. 


, In case the veteran Is in a hos- 
pital In a different assembly district 
from that in which his dependents re- 
side the dependents can apply to the 
deputy commissioner in their district 
to help them secure aid. He will in- 
vestigate and report 
to the deputy 


commissioner of the district in which 
the hospital is located for his action

ENGLISHMEN WORRY 
OVER WOMEN'S VOTE 


Refusal to Allow Peeresses to Sit 


in House of Lords Expected to 


Exert Profound Influence 


London, July 6- — Coalition mem- 
bers of parliament are manifesting 
alarm as to what effect the refusal 
to allow peeresses to sit in the house 
of lords may have on the votes of 
women at the next general election. 
Should women in any large numbers 
vote against the governmental candi- 
dates it is certain that many of them 
would 
be defeated, 
and 
probably 


Premier Lloyd flporge would no long- 
er be able to command a majority in 
parliament. Therefore they are an- 
xious that tiie government be not sad- 
dled with responsibility for a decision 
which was made by the lords them- 
selves and in which the government 
was not openly involved. 


Viscountess Rhondda and leaders of 


the woman's movement generally are 
determined that the government shall 
be saddled 
with 
the responsibility 


which belongs to it and not be allow- 
ed to shirk it if they can help it. 


Lady Rhondda herself says that the 


decision to exclude peeresses from the 
upper chamber was virtually that of 
the goverment and not of the house 
of lords. She points out that the orig- 
inal house of lords 
committee 
on 


privileges decided by seven to one in 
favor of the right of peeresses to vote 
in the house. Ordinarily such a de- 
cision, supported by such a majority, 
would have been adopted by the lords 
without question.
